placed in a large saucepan or yery slow oven 
This mode of cooking is applicable to anv 
kind of meat, and will be found exceeding- 
ly economical, giving little trouble and 
furnishing a very nutritious, digestible and 
delicious food.

Twenty-five lettors from St. Peter, two from 
Gremius Julius to Jesus Christ, Lazarus to 
St. Peter, &c., and all iv Frenc How does 
this come? the “ letters that Cadmus gave 
were not in this dialect? Lucus Vrain as 
sured M. Chasles all these letters were covies 
of the veritable documents mado in the Abbey 
of Tours, and which a let 
Francis the First, and Queen Margaret, cor- 
roborated. Bat how did the ‘Groat Un- 
known” possess these copies? In 1791 he 
emigrated to America; on returning to France 
the vessel was wrecked, and the documents 
miraculously saved, which accounts for their 
worn condition.

The time is thirty | 
to thirty-four days, The goose sits very | 
steadily, but should be induced to come off | 
daily and take a bath this she | 
should have in reach a good supply of food | 
and water, or hunger will compel her, one 
by one, to eat all her eggs.

mate for hours. 

The goslings should be allowed to hatch 
out entirely by themselves.

The House was engaged for a considera 
ble time with closed doors in discussing 
the question of ; rivilege, Atter the doors 
were opened, and some routine business 
disposed of, Sir Francia Hincks moved 
that the House go into Committee on the 
Banking Resolutions. Sir Francis stated 
that the Government were desirous of giv- 
ing-consideration to the suggestions of the 
Bankers, and had accordingly made some 
changes with regard to detail. In Com- 
mittee heexplained the nature of these 
changes. In the resolution providing thut 
Banks shall hold 60 ot their 
reserve in Dominion notes, the Govern-

Conss.——It is reported that more combs 
are made at Milan, in Italy, than any other | 
to That-city- uses, in this important 
industry, 4,000 horns per week, or 205,000 
perandum. These horns are mostly ob 
tained in Italy, but’a portion are obtained 
trom South America, The remuant tips, 
sbaVings, scraping, &c., are used by the | 
tanuers, and in the manufacture of manure. 
The manure obtained trom the horn wasteis 
particularly adapted to the cultivation of 
olives and oranges, and is consequently 
alwaysin good demand. The manufacture 
ef combs is also exteusively carried on at 
Naples, Florence; Leghorn, and Orezxo; at 
Naples they are principally of the hoofs of 
bullocks and horses, ~The manufacture of 
combs from tortoise-shells. is also catried 
on tosome extent. Ivory and bones are 
chiefly used st Florence; Leghorn and 
Orezzo.. Horns are not the only materials 
used at Milan, large quantities of bones 


being also consumed.
